ARTICHOKES FOR HOGS. 

Aa Kirrllrnt r.»d and a Krttablr Prw 
»•«»*• of Cholorm. 

Hitherto the growing of this valua¬ 
ble t ii!H- nni*-rootod perennial. iliua- 
tn.ted herewith, has been almost whol¬ 
ly neglected; and greatly inisumlrr- 
Stoo*!. Hut their great value o* a cheap, 
hand.v. healthy hop food has been 
*o thorouphly aired the part three 
years, in the press of i'ie country, by 
men who have hod practical experience 
with them, that nti enormous demand 
has been created for them. 

As a hop food they cannot l»e ex¬ 
celled. A pood plan is to plant all your 
lots with artichokes about May 1. when 
your hops are turned on |ia«ture. Then 
when your pasture plays out in the fall 
—or about September 15 to October 1— 
you will have line food in your lots for 
your hops, where they can root at in¬ 
tervals, whenever the pround is not 
frozen, until the following May. when 
they will have received as much ben¬ 
efit from one acre of artichokes as from 
ten acres of corn. They will also have

The aurcessful Farmer of To-lhij I'm 
lloth Hands and Head. 

The man who uses liotb brains and 
muscle w ill far outstrip in the race of 
|fc the man w ho uses only his muscles. 
This is true in every rolling in w hich 
men engage. but especially is it true in 
fnnuinp. The farmers w ho arc pett inp 
along the easiest, other things equal, 
are those who mix bruins with their 
work; who plan and syatematire their 
work; do everything in its seuson, and 
in the most thorough manner possible. 
The farmer who, for instance, does not 
decide what crops he will plant till 
planting time comes; or the one who 
hrenks his ground regardless of the con¬ 
dition of the soil, plnnta untested or 
doubtful seed in poorly prepared soil, 
nunnot I** said to have mixed enough 
brains with his work. 

There is no doubt that many farmrrs 
would have better profits if they would 
nst. recreate und read more and work 
fewer hours. There is such a thing ns 
doing loo much manual labor. The 
farmers, ns a class, certainly cannot lie 
incused of being lazy. The majority of 
tln-ni work too hard, at least during 
solid* seasons of the year. It is more 
tl-iiii likely that ninny do not distribute 
theii* work well, and ore. as u coiihc- 
ijuence, too busy ut some seasons and 
have too much leisure at others. Heir, 
again, is where t he bruins come in. The 
work should be pin lined with u view to 
doing it mast economically. This cun 
Is- done by* U judicious distribution of 
work which will keep hands and trams 
reasonably busy during all reason* of 
the year, instead of hiring help and 
lushing at some seasons, and then tak¬ 
ing it easy for u consul.-ruble spell. 

There are times when even the most 
systematic farmer is thrown behind 
with his work ns a result of long wet 
s|h*IIs, >*r circumstances over which lie 
has no control, anil in order to do work 
ill it- -eiison it liccnmcs necessary to 
rush a little ami vgtnJo from miii to sun; 
hut. as a rule, win iv sufficient thought 
is put into the work, eight or nine 
hours is enough for one day’s work. 
Kight hours for work, right hours for 
sleep und right hour- for rest, recrea 
lion, study and domestic pleasures 
would Ik* a gn.»d division of the duv. 
With tiiis division there would is- am¬ 
ple tine* for rending, thinking, plan¬ 
ning and systematizing tin- work und 
in addition to tin- Increased pleasure.- 
of life t.u the furm. the piofits would, 
if any difference, l»- increased. 

The cooperation of brain and must ic 
on the form, however, im-un- more 
than merely to improve methods 
farming; it means cooiH-ratloii with 
brother farmers, nml organization for 
marketing to the best advantage and 
for purchasing in u way to Ik* indojieii- 
deut, to an extent, at least, of nsclcs- 
und extortionate middlemen and com¬ 
bine*. "Improved methods" at the 
market mil are as necessary ns in the 
matter ot production. There should 
be sufficient mixture of bruin and mus¬ 
cle to drive the gamblers from tin* 
grain pits, und restore normal markets.

THE NEWSPAPERS. 

Eye* That Ar* Watchful to 8 m tna 
World’a Doings of a Day. 


MliUkN .omMlax Orror Wllhnl Intn- 

UoM to Ho Harmful Tho Papon Muit 
frlnl Ik* Kvll M Wall ms tho Uood 
Homo— Or.

Dr. Talmage's text Sunday waa: 
"And tho nhwli were full of eye*.”— 
Kiekiel x, It. "Fur all tlio Athenians 
and strangers which were there spent 
their time at toothing else but either to 
tell or to hear some new thing.” Acts 
*▼11. SL 

What is a preacher to do when he 
finds two texts equally good 
and suggestive? In that per¬ 
plexity 1 take both. Wheels full 
of eyes? What but tho wheels 
of a newspaper printing press? Other 
wheels art* blind. They roll on. pull¬ 
ing or crushing. The manufacturer's 
wheel, how it grinds the operator with 
fatigue, and rolls over nerve and mus¬ 
cle and hone aad heart, not knowing 
what it docs. The sewiug machine 
wheel sues not the aches and pains 
fastened to it—tighter than the band 
that moves it, sharper than the needle 
which it plies. Every moment of every 
hour of every day of every month of 
every year there are hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of wheels of mreliuui*m. wheels 
ot enterprise, wheels of hart! work. In 
motion but they ure eyeless. Not »o 
the wheels of the printing press. Their 
entire business Is to look and report. 
They are full of optlu nerves, from axle 
to periphery. They are like those spoken 
of by Excklel, as full of eyes. Sharp 
eyes, near-sighted, far-sighted. They 
look up. They look down. They 
look fur away. They take in the next 
street and the uext hemisphere. 
Eyes of criticism, eyes of investigation 
eyes that twinkle with mirth, eyes 
glowing with indignulion, eyes tender 
with lovo; eyes of suspicion, eyes of hope, 
blue eyes, black ey-t*. green eyes, holy 
eyes, evil eyes, sort eyes, political eyes; 
literary eyes, historical eyes, religious 
•yes; eyes that see everything. "And 
the wheels were full of eyen” Itut in 
my MOond text Is the world's cry for 
the newspaper. Paul describes a class 
of people In Athens who s|x-nt their 
time either in gathering tho news or 
telling it. Why especially In Athens? 
Because the more intelligent people be¬ 
come, the more inquisitive they are- 
ant ntiout small things, but great 
things. 

The question then moat frequently la 
the question now most frequently 
asked: What Is the news? To answer 
that cry in the text for the newspaper 
the centuries have put their wits to 
work. China first succeeded, and has 
at Peking a newspaper that has been 
printed every week for 1.000 years, 
printed on silk. Rome succeeded by 
publishing tho Acta Diurna. in the 
same columu putting fires, mur¬ 
ders, marriages and tempests. 
France succeeded by a physician 
writing out the news of tho day for 
his patients England succeeded under 
Queeu Elizabeth in first publishing the 
news of tho S|>anish Armada, and go¬ 
ing on until she had enough enter¬ 
prise. when the battle of Waterloo was 
fought, dcoldhig tho destiny of Europe, 
to give it one-third of a column in the 
Loudon Morning Chronicle, alsiut as 
much as the newn[mpcr of our day 
gives of a small fire. America succeeded 
by lit-nfnmiit Harris' first weekly paper 
called Public Occurences, published iu 
Host on in 1090, ami by the first daily, 
the American Advertiser, published in 
Philadelphia in 1784. 

The newspaper did not suddenly 
spring upon tho world, but cam# grad¬ 
ually. Tho genealogical line of the 
newspaper Is this: Tho Adam of tho 
race waa a circular or news-letter, cre¬ 
ated by Dlvin > impulse in human nat¬ 
ure. and the circular begat the pam¬ 
phlet. and tho paniphlot begat the 
quarterly, aad tho quarterly begat tho 
weekly, and the weekly begat tho 
semi-weekly, and the semi-weekly be¬ 
gat the daily. Itut alas! by what a 
struggle It curae to its present develop¬ 
ment! No sooner had its power 
been demonstrated than tyranny and 
superstition shackled It. Thor* Is 
uolhittg that despotism so fears and 
hates as a printing press. It haa too 
many eyes in Its wheel. A great writer 
declared that the king of Naples made 
It unsafe for him to write of anything 
but natural history. Austria could not 
endure Kossuth's journalistic pen, 
plsading for tho redemption of Hun¬ 
gary. Napoleon L, trying to keep his 
Iron heel on tho nock of nations, said: 
"Editors aro tho regents of sovereigns 
and the tutors of nations, and aro only 
fit for prisons." But tho battle for tho 
freedom of tho press was fought In 
the courtrooms of England and Amer¬ 
ica, and decided before this century 
began by Hamilton's eloquent plea 
for J. Petur Zcitger’s Quetta In 
America and Erskinfi's advocacy 
»i tho freedom of publication in 
England. These were the .Marathon 
and Thermopylae In which the freedom 
of the press was established In the 
United States and Great Britain, and 
all tho powers of earth and hell will 
never again be able to put on the hand- 
2 uffs and hopples of literary and polit¬ 
ical despotism. It la notable that 
Thomas Jefferson, who wrote the Dec¬ 
laration of American Independence, 
wrote also: "If I had to choose be¬ 
tween a government without newspa¬ 
pers or newspapers without a govern¬ 
ment, I should prefer the latter.'' 
Stung by some base fabrication coming 
to us in print, wa ooiao to write ar 


speak of the unbridled printing proas; 
or, our now hook ground up by 
an unjas» -ritic, wo come to write 
or a|ieak of the uafulmesa of 
tho printing press; or, perhaps, through 
our own Indistinctness of utterance, we 
are reported as saying just the opposite 
of whet we did say, end there Is a small 
riot of semicolons, hyphens and com¬ 
mas. end we come to speak or write of 
tho blundering printing press; or. see¬ 
ing a paper filled with divorce cases ar 
social scandal, we speak and write of 
the filthy printing press; or. seeing a 
journal, through briliery, wheel round 
from one political side to the other In 
one night, we speak of the currupt 
printing press, and many talk about 
the lnuipoonery. and tho empiricism, 
and the sanv-culottrism of the printing 
press. 

But I discourse now on a subject yon 
have never beard the immeasurable 
and ever looting blessing of a gv*al 
newspaper. Thunk God for the wheel 
full of eyes. Thank God that we do 
not have—like the Athenians—to go 
about to gather up und relate the tid¬ 
ings of the day. since tho omnlvonmv 
nowapoper d os both for us. The 
grandest tem|K>r*l blessing that Got 
has given In the nineteenth century is 
the newspaper. We would have better 
appreciation of this blessing If we knew 
the money, the bruin, the losses, th- 
exus|N*ratlons, the anxieties, the wear 
and tear of heartstrings involved in the 
production of u good newspaper. Un¬ 
der the Impression thut almost any¬ 
body can make a newspaper, 
scores of Inexperienced capitalists 
every year enter the lists, and conse¬ 
quently. during the last few years, u 
newspaper has died almost every day. 
The disease is epidemic. The large pa¬ 
pers swallow the smaller ones, the 
whale taking down 50 minnows at one 
■wallow. With more than 7 two dailies 
And weeklies in the I nitial States and 
Canada, there ure but .n> a half century 
old. News|W|M-rs do not average more 
thun five years' existence. The roost 
of them die of cholera infantum. It is 
high time that the people found out 
that the most successful way to sink 
money and keep it sunk is to start a 
newsi«oper. There eomrs a time when 
almost every one is smitten with the 
nowspuper mania and starts one, or 
have stock in one he must or die. 

The course of procedure is alsiut this: 
A literary man has an agricultural or 
sclentItlc or political or religious idea 
which he wants to ventilate. He has 
no money of his own—literary men 
seldom have. But he talks of his ideas 
among confidential friends until they 
become Inflamed with the idea, and 
lorthwith they buy type and press, and 
rent composing room, and gather a 
corps of editors, and with a prospectus 
that proposes to cure everything, the 
first ropy is flung on the attention of 
an admiring world. After a while 
one of the plain stockholders 
finds that no great revolution 
has been affected by this dally or 
weekly publication, that neither sun nor 
moon stands still; that the world goes 
on lying and cheating and stealing just 
as it did la-fore the first issue. 
The aforesaid matter-of-fact stock¬ 
holder wants to sell out his stock, but 
iiolxalv wants to buy, slid other stock¬ 
holders get infected und sick of news- 
paperdom. ami an cuoriuous bill at the 
paper factory rolls Into an avalanche, 
and the printers refuse to work until 
bsck wages are )>aid up. ami the com¬ 
positor bows to the managing editor, 
managing editor bows to the editor-in- 
chief, and the editor-in-chief bows to 
the directors, and the directors bow to 
the world at largeaud all the anhxcribera 
wonder why their paper doesn't come. 
The world will have to learn that a 
newspaper Is a* much of an Institution 
as the Bank of England or Yale college, 
and Is not an enterprise. If you have 
the aforesaid agricultural, or aeb-ntific, 
or religious, or political Idea to venti¬ 
late. you had lietter chnrge upon the 
world through the columns already 
established. It lv folly for any one 
who can not succeed at anything else 
to try newspuperdom. If you con not 
climb the hill back of your house It 
ia folly to try the sides of the Matter¬ 
horn. 

To publish a newspaper requires the 
skill, tho precision, the boldness, the 
vigilance, the strategy, of a command¬ 
er in chief. To edit a newspaper re¬ 
quires thut one be a statesman, an es¬ 
sayist. a geographer, a statistician, and 
in acquisition, encyclopedlac. To man. 
to govern, to propel a newspaper until 
It shall be a fixed Institution, a nation¬ 
al fact, demand more qualities thau 
any business on earth. If you feel like 
starting any newspaper, secular or re¬ 
ligious. understand that you are being 
threatened with softening of the brain 
or lunacy, and, throwing your pocket- 
book into your wife’s lap. start for 
lome insane asylum before you do 
something desperate. Meanwhile, as 
the dead newspapers, week by week, 
are carried out to the burial, all the liv¬ 
ing newspapers givo respectful obit¬ 
uaries telling when they were born aad 
when they died. Tho Imat printer s Ink 
should give at least one stickful of epi¬ 
taph. If It was a good paper, aay 
"Peace to Its ashes." If It was a bad 
paper, I suggest the epitaph written for 
Francis Chartreuse: "Here continueth 
to rot tho body of Francis Chartreuse, 
who, with an inflexible constancy and 
uniformity of life, persisted in the prac¬ 
tice of every human vloe. excepting 
prodigality and hypocrisy; his Insatia¬ 
ble avarice exempted biro from the 
first, bis matchless impudence from tho 
second.” 1 say this because I want you 
to know that * good, bealtnj, long- 
lived, entertaining newspaper U not An 


easy blessing, but ot-* that comes to us 
through the Are. 

First of all. newspapers texke kfunsl* 
edge democratic and for tho moltUude. 
The public library la a haymow so 
high up that few can reseh It, while 
the newspaper throws gow n the forage 
to our feet Pubilo libraries are the 
reservoirs where the great floods are 
stored high up and away off. The 
newspaper is the tunnel that brings 
them down to the pitchers of all the 
people. The chief use of our great li¬ 
braries Is to make newspapers out of. 
Great libraries make a few men and 
women very wise. Newspapers lift 
whole uations into the sunlight Bet¬ 
ter have fifty million people moderate¬ 
ly intellingenl than one hundred thou 
sund Oolons. A false Impression U 
abroad that newspaper knowledge is 
ephemeral because periodicals are 
throw.) aside, and not one out of ten 
thousand people flics them for future 
reference Much knowledge, s.i far 
from la-ing ephemeral, goo in- * the 
very structure of the world's heart uud 
brain, and decides the destiny of 
churches nod nulimi*. Knowledge on 
the shelf is of Uttle worth, it Is knowl¬ 
edge abatl. knowhdgc hume-sed.

winged, knowledge projected knowl¬ 
edge thunderbolied. Mo far from being 
ephemeral, nearly all the best mind* 
ami hearts have their hand* oil the 
printing press to-dny. and have had 
since it gut cinnilelpitcd VI.on* and 

Hancock uud Otis n a*d to go to the Bos¬ 
ton Gaxettv uud ih>iii|smu articles on 
the rights of the ixupla Benjamin 
Franklin. Ik- Wit* i'Union. Hamilton, 
Jefferson, Quiiicv were strong In nrwa- 
tMi|M-rdoni. Many of the immortal 
things thut have lieen published In 
liook form first appeared in what you 
may call the ephrrinrrul periodical. 
All Maea day's essays first appeared iu 
a review. All farlyle's. all Buskin's, 
all McIntosh’s, all Sydney Smith's, all 
llaxlitt'a, alt Thackeray's all the ele¬ 
vated works of fiction in our day are 
reprints from periodicals in which 
they appeared as serials Tennyson's | 
{ poems. Burns' poems, l-ongfellow.'s j 
poems, Emerson's poems. Lowell's 
p*ietna. Whittier's poems were onou 
fugitive pieces. You can not find ten 
literary men in Christendom, with 
strong minds ami great hearts, hut are 
or have been somewhat connected with 
the newspaper printing press. W hile 
the hook will always have Its place, 
the newspaper is more potent Because j 
ihe latter is multitudinous, do not enn- ] 
•dude It is necessarily superficial. If a 
mutt should from childhood to old age 
see only his Bible, Webster's dictionary 
sud his newspaper, he could be p re par- J 
ed for all the duties of this life and all 
the happiness of the next. 

Agein. a good news|>aper is a useful 
mirror of life as it la It Is sometimes 
complained that new spapers report the | 
evil when they ought only report the 
good. They must report the evil ss 
well as the good, or how shall we know 
what is to be reformed, what guarded 
lignin**, what fought down? A news¬ 
paper that pictures only tho honesty 
uud virtue of a wxdety is a uilsrcprc 
sentation. That family is beet pre 
pared for the dot lea of life which, know 
mg the evil. Is taught to select the good 
Keep children under the impression 
that all U fair and right In the world, 
and when they go out into it they will 
Itc as poorly prepared to struggle with 
it as a child w ho is thrown Into the 
middle of the Atlantio and told to learn 
how to swim. Our only complaint is 
when sin is made attractive anil moral¬ 
ity dull, when vice is painted with 
great headings and good deeds are pul 
in obscure corners, iniquity »et up in 
great primmer and righteousness in 
noupsreil. Sin is loathsome, make it 
loathsome Virtue is Iteautiful, msk¬ 
it beautiful. 

It would work a vest improvement If 
all our impers— religious, political, lit¬ 
erary should for the most part drop 
their impersonality. This would do 
U-tter justice to newspaper writers 
Many of the strongest and tiest writers 
of the country live nnd die unknown, 
and are denied their just feme. The 
vast public never learns who they are. 
Most of them am on eoniparativeiy 
small income, and after awhile their 
ham! forgets its cunning, and they are 
w ithout resources, left to die. Why 
not, at least, hart* his initials attached 
to his most important work’.' It always 
gave additional force to an article 
when you oecasianelly saw added to 
some stgoiUcunt crtiole in the old 
New York Courier end Enquirer 
J. W. W., or In the Tribune II. U., 
or in the Herald J. O. Ik, or In the 
Times II. J. Ik. ur in the Evening Boat 
YV. t.\ B . or in the Evening Kxpresa E. 
B. While this arrangement would be 
a fair and Just thing for newspaper 
writer*, it would be s defense for the 
public. It is so aetltnee true that things 
damaging to private character are said. 
Who is responsible? It Is the "we" 
of the editorial or reporter is I col¬ 
umns. Every man In every profes¬ 
sion or occupation ought Vo he re¬ 
sponsible for whet he does. No hon¬ 
orable man will ever write that which 
he would be afraid to sign. But 
thousands of person* have suffered 
from the impersonality of newspa¬ 
per*. What can our private citiseo 
wronged In his reputation do in a eon- 
test with misrepresentation multiplied 
into * 0,000 to 50,000 copies? An In¬
